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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Argxments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 7/18/05 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

2 . In response to applicant ' s argument that the references 
fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the 
gateway being a TFA gateway, and TFA devices and ToL devices 
being on the same network as argued in pages 11-13 of the 
remarks) are* not recited in the rejected claim 33. Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993) . 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 6, 8-10, 21, 25, 26, 30, 34 are objected to because 
of the following informalities: In claims 6, 8-10, 21, 25, 26, 
30, 34 spell out less common acronym ToL the first time it is 
used in the claims, i.e. delete '"ToL" and insert Telephony- 
over-LAN ToL--, for clarity. In claims 21 and 34, line 9 delete 
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''TFA" and insert Telephony Feature Access TEA . 

Appropriate correction is required, 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent of (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
. States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

5. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Doshi et al . (6,529,499). 



Regarding claim 33: 

Doshi et al . disclose the telecommunications system, 
comprising: a private branch exchange (PBX) coupled to a local 
area network (LAN) (see col. 1 lines 12-51 which recite the 
private branch exchange coupling the network and col. 2 lines 
45-59 which recite the private network) , said PBX including a 
gateway; a server coupled to said local area network, said 
server configured to provide call processing via said LAN and 
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configured to monitor bandwidth usage of calls it has processed 
on said LAN (see col- 5 lines 49-64 which recite the telephony- 
gateway and server monitoring compliance with the traffic 
assumptions used in call set-up signaling) ; one or more 
telephony devices operably coupled to said gateway for call 
processing of calls on said LAN; one or more second telephony 
devices operably coupled to said server for call processing of 
calls on said LAN (see col. 9 lines 3-37 which recite the 
gateway for call processing) ; and means associated with said 
server for accounting for bandwidth requirements of said one or 
more telephony devices operably coupled to said gateway on said 
LAN and for calls for which said server has not performed said 
call processing when processing calls for said one or more 
second telephony devices (see col. 1 line 54 to col. 2 line 9 
which recite the server being utilized to maintain bandwidth 
capacity data for each path segment within the network and to 
forward the bandwidth capacity data to the gateway for the 
purpose of providing a quality of service guarantee for voice 
traffic) . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-5, 14-20, and 22-24 are allowed. 
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7. Claims 6-13, 21, and 25-33 would be allowable if rewritten 
or amended to overcome the objection(s) , set forth in this 
Office action.
